CHAUMONT, Deo. 25. — President] countrymen, that I do not find In the

associated with the history of the 
American expeditionary forces in 
France and is now the headquarters 
of the commander-in-chief. 

The presidential train, which left 
Paris last night, arrived at Chaumont 
at 9 o'clock this morning, General 
Pershing, M, Fossien, prefect of the 
department of Marne, and M, Levy 
Alphandery, mayor of Chaumont, were 
on the platform to receive the Presi- 
dent and Mrs, Wilson, who, after res- 
ponding to the cordial greetings, pass- 
ed to the courtyard, where a company 
of the 109th French infantry and a 
company of the 102nd American in- 
fantry were drawn up to render 
honors. 

The exterior of the station and the 


courtyard had been decorated for the) 


occasion with the French and Ameri- 
can colors, After passing the guard 
of honor in review, the President took 
his place in a motor car and the party 
proceeded to the city hall. Dense 
crowds massed behind the lines of 
guards, the streets were brilliantly 
decorated and hung with banners 
bearing inscriptions of welcome, 


Acclamation Continpous 

As the party passed through, the 
people of Chaumont joined in a con- 
tinuous acclamation of the President. 

The weather was cold and drizzling 
when the President's train arrived. 
The troops declared the weather was 
unusually fine compared with the 
usual weather conditions, 

As hig train moved in, 
swarmed on locomotives, cars, tree 
tops and every point of vantage, to 
get a glimpse of the president and 
shout “A Merry Christmas." 

Immediately after the reception at 
the Hote!

Editor of Manchester Guardian 
Tells Why the Peace Conference 
Should Not Be Secret Conclave

MANCHESTER, Dec. 24,—‘When 
we speak of eliminating secrecy, we 
do not, of course, mean that reporters 
should attend the peace conference, 
but that though the discussions are 
private the results should be published, 
and that not at the close of the nego- 
tiations but throughout them,” 

This view was expressed today by 
G. P. Scott, editor of the Manchester 
Guardian, in a talk with the Associated 
Press on the question of secrecy at 
the peace conference. 

“Naturally there are drawbacks,” 
continued the editor. ‘Delicate mat- 
ters, involving special national inter- 
ests and national pride, may in some 
ways be more difficult of adjustment 


| when made the subject of publie con- 
' troversy, but, on the other hand, the 


only means of bringing effective pres- 
sure to bear in the general interest 
against particular interests is by pub- 
lcity. 

“Doubtless public discussion would 
need to be conducted with restraint 
under a sense of responsibility and 
with unbroken friendliness, That 
would be the duty of the public every- 
where, who would then become in a 
real sense party to the negotiations in 
which the interests of all are involved. 
It would be the duty of newspapers, 
so powerful in this matter, to assist. 
But the fundamental reason for break- 
ing with the old tradition of secrecy 
arises out of the very conception and 
the primary objects of the conference, 

What Conference Should Be 

“The conference is, or ought to be, 
the coming together of the nations of 
the world in the common interest of 
the world, and for the attainment of 
objects in which all are equally con 
cerned.

“As the president has well said, the 
international relation we now seek to 
establish is the relation of understand- 
ing of friendship. We had better be- 
gin as we intend to go on. Again, 
though the primary object of the con- 
ference is to establish and maintain 
this relation of amity between the na- 
tions, there is no intention or possibil- 
ity of over-riding essential national 
rights. The nation rightly regarded 
and defined remains as the distinctive 
unit in the new order even more def- 
initely than in the old, but a league of 
nations involves rightly and of neces- 
sity certain restrictions on independ- 
ent national action subservient of the 
commonwealth. 

“The nature and limits of these re- 
strictions need to be deeply consider- 
ed-and carefully defined. Every na- 
tion has a right to know how much of 
its unrestricted and sometimes anar- 
chistic freedom of action it is expect- 
ed to surrender, and for this also frank 
and open discussion is needed in or- 
der to remove natural prejudice and 


meet all possible reasonable objec- 
tions. 
Has Said Good-»ye to It 
“Lastly, or perhaps we should 


put this consideration first of all, we 
are here concerned with defining the 
rights and building up the effective 
union of the free peoples—with mak- 
ing, to use a famous phrase, the world 
safe for democracy, the abiding home 
of freedom. But freedom implies free 
play of public opinion and popular 
forces. It would be wholly inconsist- | 
ent with this conception of social or- 
ganization and of government to hide 
from the peoples the making of the 
structure of freedom in which they are 
hereafter to dwell, Such a procedure 
of concealment belongs to the era 
when sovereigns and statesmen were 
to ordain and peoples were to obey 
and follow. All Europe is saying 
good-bye to that, and joining her! 
voice to that of America. We must 
take counsel together on the ground 
of the future, not of the past.”

Dominions May Not Be Represent- 
ed on Peace Gran 
Committee 


NEUTRAL POWERS 


Probably Will Be Aliowed to Par- 
ticipate When Proceedings 
Are at Ripe Stage 


LONDON, Dec. 25.—The Manches- 
ter Guardian believes it has been de- 
cedided regarding the representation 
at the peace conference that each of 
the four great powers will probably 
have five seats at the conference, but 
these will not necessarily always be 
occupied by the same men, Dominion 
representatives, the Guardian un- 
derstands will not be in the grand 
committee of the inter-Allied confer- 
ence but will present their case 
small nations before the conference, 
and will probably be in close touch 
all the time with the Imperial cabinet. 
The Guardian further understands 
that abor will not be asked to nomi- 
nate a 
man will probably be asked to go to 
Paris to sit on one or more of the 
committees. 

Not For Three Wecks Yet 

PARIS, Dec. 25.—More than three 
weeks probably will elapse before the 
reneral neace congress assembles. It 
{ sunlikely that any statements will 
be issued in the meantime concerning 
the number of governments to be 
represented or the tests to be applied 
to determine the right of applicants to 
participate. 


Technical experts attached to the 
delegation of the principal poy : 
ready have given much study to thi 


subject. If negotiations to reach an 
agreemnt on this point have not been 
already undertaken, it is certain they 
will be immediately after President 
Wilson's return from London. 

Notwithstanding the disposition of 
the government to inject business into 
Mr, Wilson's visit, it is possible that 
his conferences with Premier 
Lloyd George and Foreign Minister 
Balfour the foundation may be laid 
for the settlement of the question of 
representation, which President Wil- 
son probably has discussed with Pre- 
mier Clemenceau. 

Some Closely Restricted 

It is considered probable that sev- 
eral countries on the tentative list will 
be closely restricted at the beginning, 
when broad questions of policy will 
be outlined. But additions to the list 
of delegates may be made later when 
the conference gets down to detalis 
and genérat principles: ‘Stitt another 
class of nations may be admitted, in- 
cluding the central powers, to lay the 
foundations for the formal signing of 
peace treaties. 

Theoretically.these questions are 
subject to mutual examinations and 
challenge in case of doubt, but actual- 
ly, In the forthcoming conference, the 
United States, Great Britain, France, 
Italy, and, later, perhaps, Belgium, by 
reason of sentimental consideration, 
probably will reach an understanding 
as to the admission of delegates. 


The neutral powers probably will be | 


allowed to participate when the stage 
is reached where it is desirable there 
should be a world-wide adoption of 
the plans proposed at the preliminary 
sessions for the permanent settlement 
of war issues and the assurance of per- 
manent peace. 
The Smaller States 

There are already indications that 
there will be applications from nu- 
merous small states, some of them ex- 
isting before the war and others re- 
sulting from the collapse of Russia 
and the divisions of Austria and Tur- 
key. 

The Czecho-Slovak repuglic already 
has been recognized by most of the na- 
tions of the Entente Allies.

Womans Institutes and Victory 


Throurh almost innumerable diff- 
leulties the Women’s Land Army 
| Great Britain has answered every de 
| mand made upon it—and that is say- 
ling far more than the average on- 
looker begins to realize, First it was 
necessery to convince women of the 
absolute necessity of providing more 
| food on the spot than had ever been 


provided before Then came the al- 
most insurmountable difficulty of 
!arousing enthusiasm enough in the 


undertaking to cause women to break 
away from. century-eld traditions, 
Women had to be fairly “carried oft 
their feet’ with zeal and enthusiasm. 


It ts said that the very strongest re- 
leruiting foree was in the ranks of 
the ploneer Land Women themselves 


Wherever they appeared, tanned and 
bronzed, developed, hardened and fit- 
as-a-fiddle, pictures of health and 
vigor and contentment they won hosts 
of followers, 

After all these preliminary steps had 


' been eafely passed there were trials on 
the land itself Questions of wages, 
shelter, food, clothing had to be met 
ind ttled satisfactorily and not one 
was as troublesome as the purely 
feminine one of the relation between 
the farmer's wife and the farmer's 
farmerettes At last, after measuring 
swords dexterously, each party con- 
eluded that the other waa “a good 
sort’ and each set out to help the 
other to the limit of her ability But 
one great hindrance still existed. 
Recreation was absolutely necessary 


and was wholly lacking. This has al 
ways wrecked any back-to-the-land 
proposition and always Will, It prom- 
ised dire things for the Women's Land 
Army in spite of their patriotism and 


in| 


!their enthusiasm about farming. It 
stitutes were helpful. The Institute 
idea was grafted on to the Women's 
Land Army and from that time there 
was no lack of recreation and amuse- 
ment. 

| In October, 1917, there were 137 
Women's Institutes In England. In 
1918 there are 700 In existence and 
they are increasing at tho rate of 20a 
week Surely the idea has been a 
God-send to English women! It ts 
quite clear that before long the out- 
standing feature of every English vil- 
‘lage will be its Women's Institute. At 
present the administration is vested in 
the National Federation of Women's 
Institutes and has three chief aims: 
encouragement in every way of local 
efforts to increase the production of 
food, the introduction and establish- 
ment of village |{ndustries and the 
{promotion of co-operative marketing. 
Started for the betterment of condi- 
tions surrounding women in villages 
and on farms and endeavoring to 
broaden their outlook, the Institutes 
have passed far beyond their original 
purpose. They now admit men to 
membership and find that they have a 


real advance. ‘They have increased 
the chances of making social 
utilitarian life centre in the village. | 


Already village life has taken on a 
galety and Interest that has been sadly 
lacking for years and has driven many

committee is elected by the members 
of the Institute and different sections 
of the community must be represented. 
This is the bed-rock principle respon-

Disembarkation of Over 1,000 Sol- 
| diers at Halifax Delayed 
as a Result 


HALIFAX, Dec. 25.—The steamer 
Northland arrived today with 1,056 
passengers, of whim 77 are civillans 
| and the others returned soldiers. It 
| was expected that the steamer would 
dock at 1 o'clock this morning, but it 
developed when the medical health 
| officers went oboard that there was 
| one case of smallpox and one of scar- 
let fever anjong the passengers. 
| This made It impossible to allow the 
| ship to be docked or disembarkation 
| to take place and the steamer rematn- 
|} ed at anchor tn the stream. The two 
sick men were removed to the quar- 
| antine station and the facts were coin- 
| municated to Ottawa, leaving it to 
| the authorities there to decide whe- 
| ther the ship would be allowed to dock 
| tomorrow or go tnto quarantine for a 
period of fourteen days. It was con- 
| sidered likely that the former course 
would be pursued, and the disembark- 
ation staff were directed to report at 
the pler at 9 o'clock on the assumption 
| that she would dock. Among the- 
returning soldiers is Sergt. H. C, 
Wolfe, a former Winnipeg man, who 
was taken prisoner by the Germans 
| early In the war and since then had 
been held by them, the past year hav- 
ing been spent in internment in Hol- 
land,

IN ADDRESS BY PRESIDENT OF THE 


MANITOBA LIBERAL ASSOCIATION 


Declares That While Men at the Front Have Won Renown for Can- 
ada, Conduct of the War at Home Has Been a Debacle and 


Government of the 


Country a Disgrace 


The following fs the opening address 
of the president of the Manitoba Lib- 
eral Association, A. McLeod, of Mor- 
den, at the conference of Liberals held 


at Winnipeg on December 19th and 
20th. 
“Gentlemen: You have been called 


together to take into consideration, in 
conference, the welfare of the coun- 
try. There is a great task before you 
to make Canada safe for democracy, 
and to this task I welcome you. 

“The war is over. Our noble and 
gallant sons have won a glorious vic- 
tory against military autocracy on the 
well-fought fields of France and 
Flanders; they have made an undying 
name for themselves in the military! 
annals of the British empire. To us 
they have rendered a service which 
we can never repay, though repay we 


ity. 

“But while our men at the front 
have won renown for Canada our con- 
duct of the war at home has been a 
debacle and our government of the 
country a disgrace. 

“Canada has ever been dominated 
by her property interests, but the war 
was seized upon by these interests to! 
create a dictatorship, a new Family! 
Compact, under which there has been 
a carnival of nepotism, profiteering | 
and plunder. They carried on their 
nefarious purposes first under the 
aegis of the Conservative party, which | 
was thén in office, but fearing that 


power and that they would fall with! 
it, they formed a combiration of that 
party with an {lliberal element In the 
Liberal party to establish a dictator- 
ship, 


Says Union of Worst Elements 


They called it by the euphemistie 
name of Union goveriment, and it cer- | 
tainly was a union of the worst ele-| 
ments, the plutocratic elements, in 
both political parties. To accomplish | 
thelr selfish ends they secured control 
of the press of the country, and then 
they proceeded to violate democracy 
at its very source; they robbed thou- 
sands of electors, who were opposed 
to them, of their franchise; they gave 
the ballot to thousands of non-elect- 
ors who supported them, and then 
went through the farce of electing 
their own nominees to parliament.

Unless the 
Dominion or the provincial au- 
thorities are prepared to under- 
take to finance house-building in 
all localities hereafter, a line of 
discrimination will have to be 
laid down at the outset. Applied 
to this province the question im- 
mediately resolves itself thus: Is 
the $1,000,000 which the Dominion 
Government offers to loan the 
Provincial Government to be used 
only in building houses in Edmon- 
ton and Calgary? Or is it to be 
distributed also in Lethbridge, 
Medicine Hat, Red Deer, Camrose, 
and scores of other new and am- 
bitious centres of population? 
Obviously the initial million will 
not go far to meet the demand, 
and unless it can be assured that 
the disappointed communities will 
be taken care of in future there is 
bound to be a reaction of  senti- 
ment that is worth thinkjng about. 
In the Western cities of Canada 
people who have put money into 
the erection of houses for sale are 
not in a frame of mind at present 
to repeat the experiment. Thou- 
sands who built years ago in the 
expectation of selling them have 
not been able to sell them, and 
have been carrying the enterprises 
ever since, paying taxes on the 
property and interest on loans, 
and not getting sufficient rent to 
meet this cash outgo, Such peo- 
ple are not favorably disposed to- 
ward putting any more money in- 
to house-building speculation in| 
the days to come ; neither are their 
neighbors and townsmen, who 
are acquainted with their unfor- 
tunate experience, If, when with | 
the return of peace there is some | 
chance or prospect of these house 
owners being able to sell them and | 
get back at least a part of their in- 
vestments, the Dominion Govern. | 
ment through the Provincial Goy- 
ernment is to enter into competi. | 
tion with them and erect houses 
with money borrowed from them, 
which will be sold on long terms

PUBLIC HEALTH 
From Ottawa Citizen: 
The guardianship of public health, 
under the terms of the British North 


America Act, is, iike the question of 
education, a provincial function, The 
public health deparoments of the dif- 
ferent provinces have always jbeen 
under the complete contro! of the 
dominant or allopathic branch of 
medical practitioners. All municipal 
public health officers are physicians of 
this school of medicine. Municipal 
boards of health are absolutely under 
the same control, Now while most 
people agree that the honorable and 
conscientious practitioners of the do- 
minant or “regular” schoo! of medicine 
are, according to their theory of treat- 
ment, well qualified to do, and are 
doing every day, valuable healing work 
for their patients,—and after all this 
is the work for which they go through 
years of training to fit themselves,— 
why should it seem strange that they 
do not seem able successfully to cope 
with the wholly different problems in- 
volved jin the question of public health?

The attitude of challenge should be 
studiously” avoided ~s a ihe more #0 
since the bulk of the citizens of Can- 
ada, East and West, are loyal and law- 
abiding. It would be disastrous if the 
Government's obvious preparations to 
repel a menace which cannot be re- 
garded as threatening the peace of 
the realm were to precipitate disorder. 

In alf this open marshalling of 
military forces there is something 
which is quite incomprehensible to 
the man in the street. Someone is 
incurring a grave responsibility for 
future occurrences in this evincing 
fear of a movement which the good 
sense of the people will, if left to 
itself, be sufficient to control. 


ORIGIN OF THE 
CHRISTMAS TREE 


The history of the Christmas tree 
is difficult to trace. It has been con- 
nected with Ygdrasil, the great free of 
Norse mythology, and Christmas 
trees and May poles are known to be 
relics of that famous Scandinavian 
Ash. The roots and branches of 
Yedrasil, the world-tree, or as it is 
sometimes called, the Tree of Time, 
bind together heaven, the earth, and 
hell. From it all tribes of nature re- 
ceived nourishment. According to a 
Scandinavian legend of great an- 
tiquity, the Christmas tree owes its 


origin to the service tree which sprang | 


from soil that had been drenched with 
the blood of the two lovers who had 
been foully murdered. During the 
Christmas season flaming lights that 
no wind could extinguish spray mys- 
teriously from its branches at night, 
and the practice of illuminating the 
Christmas tree may, perhaps, be 
traced to this tradition, which no 
doubt was strongly influenced by the 
fact that lights were (and still are) a 
feature of the Jewish feast of the 
(December 10). 
Among the Greeks Christmas is called 
the Feast cf Lights. 

From the earliest times Scandinavia 
was Inhabited by two distinct peoples 
—-the Svea (or Swedes) in the north, 
and the Gota (or Goths) in the south, 
They spoke similar languages and 
were of the same stock. In the fourth 
century the territory occupied by the 
Goths extended from the Baltic to the 
Black Sea, but this vast state was 
broken up by the Huns whose hordes 
then overran Europe. To the disper- 
sion of the Goths may be attributed 
the spread of Scandinavian customs 
over the continent and the fact that 
the Christmas tree is sometimes said 
to have originated with the Germans, 

Sri George Birdwood has traced the 
history of the Christmas tree to the 
ancient Egyptian practice of Qecking 
houses at the time of the winter sol- 
stice with branches of the date-plum, 
the symbol of Mfe triumphant over 
death, and therefore of perennial life 
in the renewal of each bounteous year,

An effort to attract soldiers to the 
land has been set operation in East 
Lothian, iar the village of Longnid- 
dry.

There are three kinds of houses al! 
built In the same general style and 
differing only in size, The smallest 
has kitchen, scullery, bath room and 
living room all embodying the latest 
ideas as to convenience and sanitation. 
Hot and cold water are provided for. 
This style of house is intended for a 
childless couple, The next style has 
an additional living room upstairs and 
the third style has three living rooms, 
two of which are upstairs, and all the 
living rooms are considerably larger 
than the other two styles. 

Attached to each house is a froni 
and back garden. In each garden 
there have been planted one apple 
tree, six gooseberry bushes, six red 
and six black currant bushes and sev- 
eral rose bushes. The original 
scheme provides for sixty houses, So 
far twenty have been erected and are 
on what has been called Kitchener 
Crescent.

BRIDGE WITHOUT 


Pigeon River Crossing Officially 
Non-Existent But Is There 
Just the Same 


A broad highway more than two 
hundred miles long cut through phi- 
meval wilderness is an astonishing 
accomplishment when a_ few short 
years have seen the commencement 
and completion of the task. The 
Scott highway between Fort William 
and Duluth runs through’ endless 
miles of virgin land as yet untouched 
by the hands of the homesteader or 
the lumberman, 

Through Silent Forests 

Through the utterly silent depths of 
old forests or by the restless lake 
that lies like a majestic picture 
along the road, is the route, many 
times scores of miles from the near- 
est habitation. Along the wayside the 
tourjst may disturb the timid wood 
creatures at their play, or a graceful 
awn may he seen..escaping .swiftly 
through the tangled woods. 

. Great Cliffs and Gorges 

Here the road may be hewn out of 
the rocky side of a hill, there it may 
meander along a river bed, or again 
plunge into the quiet woods and out 
along the stony lake shore. 

The remarkable feature of this is, 
however, that the road comprises 
some of the best road work in the 
country, and there are gangs of men 
laways at work keeping the highway 
in good repair. 

There are pictures encountered 
along the way which for simple grand- 
eur are unsurpassed anywhere. The 
primitive force of massive cliffs, and 
deep rivers and the sweep of the 
lake as it reaches out to the horizon 
are features that once seen can never 
be forgotten. 

Middle Falls on the Canadian side, 
near the boundary, is a beautiful body 
of water that drops over a cliff into 
a chasm below in cone shape. The 
rocks around are worn smooth by 
the action of the river for untold 
ages. Upon these smooth rocks hun- 
dreds of picknickers light their fires 
and spread their lunches and rest 
within sound of the falling waters. 

There is a pretty trail that leads 
from the main road along the banks 
of the river below the falls and leads 
to a point where a wonderful view 
of the falls is obtained. The road 
was at one time a lumberman’s tote 
|road, but nature has obliterated the 
| marks of industry and has left mere- 
ly a charming pathway for pleasure 


seekers,

AIR FROM FRANCE 
TO ENGLAND IS DESCRIBED 


The following article written 
by Colonel 8. C. Young in June, 1918. 
Some of Colonel Young’s predictions 
have already come true, 


The present war has developed 
many branches of science and none to 
@ greater extent than that of aerial 
navigation. At the beginning of ihe 
war, aerial service was very small. 
Great Britain was possibly the poor- 
est equipped of all the larger nations. 
Today she ts at the top. Once the 
| principle of aerial service was adopted 
| by the imperial authorities, no stone 
was left unturned to accentuate the 
development of aircraft, and England 
has today the most complete system 
in the world and it is thought by 
many authorities that the final issues 
of the war will be secured by suprem- 
acy in the air. There is a great future 
in store for aertal navigation, and it 
will not be a matter of surprise if, 
| after the war, long journeys will be 
undertaken and airships will be used 
for transporting mails between large 
centres of population. Even now, 
airplanes, seaplanes and dirigible bal- 
Joona are used extensively for this pur. 
Pose. 

I recently had the pleasure of crose. 
ing from France to England by a sea- 
Diane and the experience left nothing 
to be desired. By previous arrange- 
ment we motored from the _ point 
where the seaplane was to start. The 
machine was one that is termed the 
“American” type, weighing five tons, 
with » carrying capacity of 1,600 
pounds, and has a crew of four. Upon 
our arrival we found a scene of con- 
siderable activity—mechanics bustling 
about the machine, which was sus- 
pended upon a cradle and looked for 
all the world Hke a gigantic flying fish, 
the huge whhgs spreading out a dis- 
tance of 94 fect. Some of the me- 
| chanics were on the wings testing the 
| wire supports to see that there were 
|no defects. Others were trying the 
steering cable, and others still were 
making adjustments to the two en- 
gines, After a time the engines, 
which are of 360 horse power, were 
started slowly and the two propellers 
began to revolve. Meanwhile the 
wheels of the cradle were blocked 
with timbers and there were a num- 
ber of men hanging on the long part 


prevent ft from moving. The pilot 
took his seat in the tonneau and ma- 
nipulated his control. Gradually the 
speed was increased until the propel- 
lors were whirling at the rate of sev- 
eral hundred revolutions per minute. 
After the pilot had satisfied himself 
that the engines were running sweet- 
ly, they were stopped. The machine 
was then turned around on the cradle 
and headed for the sea, and it was let 
gently down a slope on the cradle un- 
til it finally rested upon the water, 
where she sat like a huge bird with 
outstretched wings. Presently we left 
the shore in a motor boat an@went 
out to where the machine was waiting 
and climbed aboard. First the pilot 
took his seat in front of ajl the con- 
trol levers and steering apparatus, 
then the engineer, who occupies the 
cockpit underneath the two engines 
which are suspended from. either 
wing; then the wireless operator, who 
occupies a seat well down itn the ma- 
chine behind the pilot; then the ob- 
server, who has a cockpit tn the nose 
of the machine, from which he ope- 
rates the machine gun and bomb 
| release apparatus, She carries two 
‘bombs, each 220 pounds weight, un- 
derslung under the lower wings, and 
a number of smaller bombs weighing 
to 50 pounds, which are suspended 
under the observer's seat. 

I took my place in a seat beside 
the pilot and behind a canopy screen 
similar to those found on sea-going 


motor boats. After a few prelimin- 
ary directions were given the en- 
gines were started and we began 

iaai-ing along the surface of the 
; water, We went slowly along for 
about a mile, until we could get a 
| clear view of shipping to the sea 


beyond. The pilot headed the ma- 
chine for the open sea, and presently 
the engines began to roar and the 
machine began to skim over the 
water at a very rapid rate. There was 
a little sea running and the experience 
was similar to that one has in a rac- 
ing motor launch. Presently we were 
conscious that the machine had lifted 
clear of the water and there immedi- 
ately became a feeling of buoyancy 
and that we were suspended in the 
air. The ascent then became very 
rapid and we planed up gradually un- 
til we reached a height of 1,000 feet. 
Before putting cut over the sea the 
pilot made a trip of about three miles 
along the point. The view was mag- 
nificeat, as one could see all over the 
surrounding landscape. After the pre- 
liminary trip we headed north and 
very soon the shores of France were 
receding behind us. Meanwhile we 
had climbed to 2,500 feet, and about 
mid-channel we were 3,000 feet. The 
motion of the plane was not unpleas- 
ant. There was considerable gentle 
sway!ng as the currents of air were 
met with, Beneath us we could make 
out the roughened surface of the chan- 
nel and frequently we could see ships 
going to and fro, which looked very 
small viewed from this height. As we 
sped along I noticed some small white 
objects near the surface of the water, 
waich looked like moths, I finally 
made out that they were seagulls. In 
exactly one hour we had reached the 
“Needies,” at the westerly end of the 
| tet of Wight, then turning east we 
| skirted the coast of the Isle of Wight 
to bi. Catherine's Point, and from this 
point we went on a patrol, making nu- 
merous circles over the channel until 
we had nearly reached the coast of 
France for a second time, then re- 
turned to St. Catherine's Point and 
skirted the coast in a northerly direc- 
tion, passing over the town of Ryde at 
a height of 3,000 feet, and passing 
Portsmouth we finally landed in 
Southampton waters, three hours and 
thirty minutes from the time we left 
the water. The view along the coast of 
the Isle of Wight was magnificent. The 
various villages end towns looked like 
a variegated checker board, and very

When we wero off &t. Catherine's 
point there was a stifish shore breeze 
and we experienced what the airmen 
call “bumping about,” that ts, the 
machine swayed very much from side 
to side. We saw two wrecks lying 
partly submerged along the coast, of 
steamers that had apparently been 
fin collision or torpedoed. Approach- 
ing Southampton waters we met with 
a number of planes which paswed be- 
neath us and gave one a good idea of 
what aerial fighting wou'd be like and 
I should tmagine they would prove a 
very poor target for a gunner as they 
travel at a tremendous rate and unles 
one came to close quarters they would 
be very difficult to Ait. Previous to 
affecting a landing we banked down 
to two thousand feet and kept at this 
level until the engines were closed 
down. The descent from this point 
was very rapid. I had anticipated 
being considerably affected by the 
rapid descent, but strange to say one 
does nit experience any unpleasant 
feeling. From the time of shutting 
the engines off until we touched the 
water was only a few seconds, 60 
that one had very little time to think 
of what was happening.

The crew 
of the plane are as keen as mustard 
to bomb a submarine as it invariably 
means distinctive honors. They are 
consequently on the alert at al] times 
to ‘gcate them.
